MIRIAM D. TOMPKINS

When the history of the library’s role in 
adult education is written the name of 
Miriam Tompkins will appear early and 
often in the record. Although not a mem- 
ber of the first A.L.A. committee which in 
1925 set forth the adult educational aims of 
public libraries! she has been largely respon- 
sible for the interpretation and direction of 
those aims. She believes implicitly that the 
public library is potentially the most impor- 
tant agency for adult education in America, 
and her work from the beginning has been 
steadily and persistently directed toward 
making that belief an actuality. 


Beginning her career in the field of educa- 
tion as a teacher in the Milwaukee State 
Teachers’ College she soon transferred her 
efforts to the library field by becoming, in 
1919, Director of the Training Class of the 
Milwaukee Public Library. A period of 


public and school library experience followed, 
after which she returned to the Milwaukee 
Public Library as Chief of Adult Educa- 
tional Service in 1923. At this time the po- 
tentialities of adult education were just be- 
ginning to be explored. Dr. William S. 
Learned’s stimulating conception of the li- 
brary as a community intelligence center, 
staffed by a personnel equipped not only to 
provide information suited to diverse abili- 
ties but also to “‘raise educative questions in 
as many minds as possible’? impressed Miss 
Tompkins and has played an important 
part in moulding her ideas concerning library 
adult education. 

The Milwaukee Public Library offered her 
an opportunity to develop these ideas and 
she began her educational program by intro- 
ducing individual reading guidance through 
Readers’ Advisory service, and by expand- 
ing the library’s contact with all of the edu- 
cational services in the city. Her work with 
labor unions was particularly noteworthy 
and was true pioneering. Not only did she © 
seek to reach people who had heretofore re- 
ceived little assistance from libraries but she 
also introduced new methods of service. 
She went directly to labor meetings, provid- 
ing appropriate books and reading guidance 
at the time and place most convenient for 
the group. Today, twenty years later, this 
much needed service is still in the pioneer 
stage. 


The investigation of reading being carried 
on at the new Graduate Library School of 
the University of Chicago appealed to her 
as a means of understanding the complex 
problems involved in self-education through 
reading, and a Carnegie grant secured her a 
year of study there in 1929. Appointment 
to the staff of the Library School at Emory 
University followed, and here she’ intro- 
duced a new and more significant approach 
to the familiar subject of Book Selection by 
considering books in relation to readers

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rather than merely as part of a basic book 
collection. Selection of books for readers of 
varied backgrounds leads naturally to con- 
cern over the readability of materials, and 
Miss Tompkins has been in close touch with 
investigations of problems in this area. 


In 1935 a year’s study at Yale University 
gave her the opportunity to explore further 
the sociology of reading before she accepted 
appointment to the staff of the School of 
Library Service at Columbia University in 
the following year. Again she introduced 
innovations into the curriculum through her 
courses in the Fundamentals of Library Serv- 
ice, and Reading Interests and Habits of 
Adults. To her classes she has brought the 
rich results of her years of experience and 
study plus keen interest in new ideas, a 
capacity for clear and creative thinking, and 
always a delightful sense of humor. Con- 
stantly alert to the possibility of reinforcing 
theory with practice she has introduced her 
students to various community adult edu- 
cation activities, thereby opening up new 
implications for library participation and 
providing countless ideas for further inves- 
tigation. Students carry away from her 
classes an understanding of the broader 
scope of library work and inspiration for 
wider service which is transferred to libraries 
throughout the country. 


Her reputation has naturally spread be- 
yond the academic walls, and her service on 
the Board of Education for Librarianship, 
the Adult Education Board and countless 
other committees of the American Library 
Association and the American Association 
for Adult Education are too numerous to 
mention. Although an advocate of change 
she insists that her ideas are by no means 
revolutionary; that a change of emphasis 
and point of view whereby all library proce- 
dures are examined in the light of their broad 
educational value to all members of the 
community should do much toward making 
the library a true community intelligence 
center. She confesses to disappointment 
and discouragement at the meager results so 
far visible in library adult education but she 
has not relinquished for one moment her 
belief in the library’s important role nor her 
hope for its future success.

Though the 
eccentricities, picturesque customs, music and unusual 
culinary arts, of what are popularly known as the 
Pennsylvania Dutch, have long been a matter of 
common knowledge, little has been known of the out- 
put of printed matter, the product of the Pennsyl- 
vania Germans, one of the oldest and most interesting 
of the minorities of the United States. This has 
come about largely through their strict devotion to 
their own affairs, and the tenacity with which they 
have adhered to their language and cultural traditions.

A LIST OF FOREIGN EDITIONS AND TRANSLATIONS OF 
EUGENE O’NEILL’S DRAMAS (1) 
By Horst Frenz, Indiana University 


Heretofore, no attempt has been made to list the foreign publications of Eugene O’Neill’s dramas. Ralph 
Sanborn and Barrett H. Clark in A Bibliography of the Works of Eugene O’ Neill (2) have included only “First 
Editions” which appeared in England between 1922 and 1929 and did not think it “worth while to record 
translations of our author’s work.” 

In order to show that our American dramatist has found a world-wide reading public I have prepared the 
following bibliography of foreign editions all of which I have been able to locate in thiscountry. I am especially 
indebted to Professor Norman Holmes Pearson of Yale University whose fine O’Neill collection contains many 
foreign items. While I believe that my list of British, German, and Swedish items is almost complete, there 
must be more translations into other languages. There may even be adaptations, although it is known that 
O'Neill refused to permit the printing of translations which did not follow the text of his plays very closely. I 
shall be grateful for any information that will aid me in finding additional foreign publications.

Introduction 


Matthew Arnold has called literature “‘a criticism of life.’” Of the novel of the Victorian Age which recorded 
with the precision of a seismograph the Sturm und Drang of the era, this characterization is beyond question 
true. The subject bibliographies to be presented in this series are intended to analyze the novel in this critical

he bibliographies were compiled from the reviews of novels published in Victorian periodicals from 1860- 
1900. Continuous runs of the Athenaeum and the Saturday Review were consulted. 


The bibliography so compiled has the special advantage of contemporaneity. The topics represented were 
determined inductively; they recur again and again as themes in the fiction of the period as reflected in the re- 
views of the day. Again, the interpretation of the novels is that of reviewers who, as spectators on the scene, 
were in the best position to testify to the import of a contemporary novelist’s message. 

The London Athenaeum, a weekly, provides the most adequate and comprehensive set of reviews of the fiction 
of the period. Each volume, comprising issues over a period of six months, includes an index of the reviews of 
novels; these are alphabetized by title through the January—June 1870 volume (under “‘Novels’’), and by author 
(under “‘Reviews”’) thereafter. 

The pr pe presented are useful toward the composition of historical studies of the period, in the 
manner of Joseph Ellis Baker’s The Novel and the Oxford Movement (Princeton, 1932) and the author's Darwin- 
ism in the English Novel (New York, 1940). 


I. RELIGION 


A. RELIGIOUS DOUBT AND DISBELIEF 


A succession of shocks, climaxed by the publication of Darwin's Origin of Species in 1859, threw religion in the 
age of Victoria into perhaps the worst fright that religion has ever known. Slumbering in orthodoxy and the 
traditional view of the Bible as divinely inspired from cover to cover, religious England was first rudely awakened 
by the publication of Strauss’ heterodox Leben Jesu in 1835, translated > George Eliot in 1846. The book, re- 
ducing the Gospel story to myth, spread consternation throughout religious circles. Then in shattering succes- 
sion came Darwin, the Essays and Reviews of 1860 by a group of scholars under the influence of German rational- 
ism, and Bishop Colenso’s The Pentateuch Critically Examined (1862) which brought out that the first five books 
of the Bible, traditionally ascribed to Moses, were in fact forgeries of a much later date than the dates of Moses’ 


life. 


In 1863 appeared Ernest Renan’s Vie de Jésus. The whole superstructure of faith began to topple. 


Through the pages of Victorian fiction after 1860, this spiritual crisis reverberates.
